This attitude on the part of the 
nation has been to our clergy anda. 
Bishops a source of great .consola- 
tion and hope and has merited the 
approbation" and applause of the 
Roman Pontiff and, no*doubt, will 
bring to Mexico the blessings of God. 

This laudable conduct will, with 
the help of God, remedy the public 
‘wrongs. that we are suffering. The. 
Pope, the Episcopate and the world 
expect us not to fail in this proof of 
our faith, not to tire, but to give an 
example of perseverance and 
strength and advance in the practice 
of all the Christian virtues.“ We 
must remember that this historic 
-moment is a critical one, and if we 
persevere in this noble, dignified and 
energetic resistance, friends and en- 
emies alike will understand that. it 
is impossible to take away from us 
thé €aith of our fathers without mor- 
tally wounding the soul of the Mexi- 
can people. 


Sounds Warning Against Desertion.

But God will not permit the threat 
of Christ to His people to become a 
‘fact, “From you will be taken the 
reign of God and given to people 
who will make it flourish.’’ These 
human conclusions are .confirmed 
and strengthened, considering the 
problem in the light of faith. 

As we have said, our Lo has 
seen the grave tribulations we are 
enduring. Without using blasphemy 
we cannot suppose that God has 
placed us in such a bitter situation, 
left us without sufficient help and 
‘condemned us to certain defeat and 
death. 

On the contrary, God will not per- 
mit us to-suffer wrongs without giv- 
ing us greater benefits. He intends, 
without doubt, to purify us and to 
save us by means of this trial.

No. aspect of the present-day move- 
mend ot ur internal trade has been 
so striking as ““hand-to-mouth buy-- 
ing.” That phrase had ‘always been 
associated. either with industrial réac- 
| tior® or with. fear of it; the traditional’ 
Sign of prosperous trade was rapid in- 
When, | 
therefore, merchants ‘began by com- 
mon: .consent about the middle of 
1928 to buy goods in relatively small 
lots adjusted to visible requirements, 


caused by excessive heaping up of 
merchants’ stocks and producers’ in- 
ventories during 1920. ‘The mercan- 
tile trade reviews spoke of it doubt- 
fully and deprecatingly.. But the 
practice continued during ‘thre se +sub- 
sequent years, and coincided not only | 
with the largest. aggregate consump: 
tion of goods in the country’s history 
but with high PEVEDOENY among the 
manufacturers. 

"In The Saturday Evening ‘Pest: 

President . Grace of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company dismisses.all doubts as 
to the permanence ' or desirability of 
the practice. Recognizing ; that the 
jidea of a big stock of merchandise aS 
indicating prosperous , business was 
universally prevalent until 1920, he 
describes the former plan of“ buying 
long ahead” and in unusual quantity 
for the active season as “ operating on 
“the fundamental principles. of . the 
“cross-roads store.” It had, yhe main-. 
‘tains, several consequences. In the 
steel .trade, the placing of such_or- 
ders. three to six months ahead forced 
wide fluctuation -in séasonal employ- 
ment, . Production would sometimes 
vary-in a normal year from full ca- 
pacity during two or three months to 
25 or 90. per-ednt. when “ forward: or- 
ders” féll off. The Bethlehem’s pay- 
rolf*had .ranged on such-occasions, as 
a consequence, from 80,000' to. 30,000 
mén, But hand-to-mouth buying had 
reduced the’variation to 66,500-as the 
minimum, “In Mr, GRACE’s view,. this 
spreading of steady production and 
deliveries over.the whole year largely 
accounts for the present contented- 
ness and’ greatly increased. purchasing 
power af American labor, 

In discussing the new phénoménon 
of continuous -hand-to-mouth buying 
attention is often directed wholly to 
mérchants. . But it is very far from 
being restricted; to them. The Bethle- 
hem Steel did. business in 1923’ with 
an inventory of materials worth, $90,- 
000,000; it had cut the figure to 
$69,000,000 gt the end of 1925. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad's “ “ material 
and stores account” had. been cut, 
through inventory control and the re- 
placing of seasonal buying with 
monthly’ purchases, ‘from $120, 000,000 
to: $50,000,000, the Baltimore & Ohio | 
and Union Pacifi¢ from $40,000,000 to’ 
$20,000,000. In‘ these cases, hand-to-, 
mouth buying on a laxge’ scale: was, 
in Mr. Grace's words, “ making every 
‘ dollar’ invested in supplies work 
“twice as fast as it worked three to 
“five yéars ago.” The reduced de- 
mand on credit, since .the merchants 
were not piling up huge stocks of un- } 
sold goods, is an evident consequence.

MACHINE DECODES CIPHERS,. 


‘{t Solves All Systems and Booms 
Spying, German Inventor Says.

BERLIN, Sept. 7.-Syping as a pro- 
fession, both in war and in business, 
is doomed to pass out of the claims of 
Alexander Vonkryha, who today dem- 
‘onstrated to Government officials and 
diplomats a machine which, he says, 
automatically decodes the most com- 
plicated secret messages. 

The apparatus consists of an elec- 
trical attachment for ang ordinary 
typewriter and when the message is 
typed it appears:in the decoded form 
on a sheet of paper passing through 
the machine. 

Discs representing every known code 
can be interchanged in the machine 
and by a simple process results can 
be obtained in any language, Von- 
kryhs’ declares. 

The first experiment was mgde with 
an old army field order which was 
believed by military experts to be un- 
decipherable. It was decoded as soon 
as copied. , 

The cost of the apparatus is said 
to be about the same as that of an 
ordinary telegraph instrument. 


RADIO VOICE PUTS OUT FIRE. 


High-Pitched Tone Is Carried 12 
Miles to Extinguish Flame. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 7 (4).—The 
feat of extinguishing a sensitive flame 
with a high pitched tone of the human 
voice has been accomplished for the 
first time over radio. 

Charles Kellogg, whose. bdird-like 
voice has attracted widespread atten- 
tion among «scientists, broadcast a 
shrill note over KGO, San Francisco. 
last night and put out a flame in Le 
Conte Hall, University of California, 
in Berkeley, about twelve miles away, 
The experiment was witnessed by 
about fifty scientists and students, 

The ability of the human voice to 
extinguish a flame, if the voice is 
pitched high enough and of sufficient 
intensity, was discovered about 1857.
